Applicants appreciate the Examiner's allowance of the above-identified application, and 
applicants also note the Reasons for Allowance dated April 26, 2005. 

Applicants agree that the claims should be allowed, including claims 1, 5, and 11. 
Applicants recognize that one reading the Reasons for Allowance might infer that claim 1 
specifies that applicants' beam source is configured such that "charge exchange takes place in 
said beam emitting holes formed in the downstream electrode, resulting in an emission of a 
neutral particle beam." However, claim 1 (and claims 5 and 11 depending therefrom) does not 
recite the quoted text. Of course, the claim is allowable anyway for reasons already made of 
record by applicants.
